Real Fighting

Is Now Imminent

PETERSBURG. April '24. Appar-

ently reliable information in tho pos-

session of the general staff leads to
tho belief that tho objectlvo of tho
Japancso campaign does not Involve

tho ambitious Invasion of tho Interior of
Manchuria, with tho purpose of reaching
and overwhclmlnp the main Russian
army. If tho Japanese over entertained
tho hopo of accomplishing a task similar
to that which Napoleon set himself pres-
ent advices lndlcnto that they have aban-
doned It and hnvo adopted a much more
cautious and less hazardous programme.

If this information Is correct, there will
bo no advance upon the army concen-
trated at L.lao Tang and Mukden with Its
attendant constant lengthening and weak-
ening of tho Japanese line or communica-
tions. Instead thcro seems to be a deter-
mination to stick as close ns Is poaslblo
to tho sea, whoro lies Japan's natural
base of communication, she having estab-
lished herself In Korea.

Objective Points of Japanese.
The General Staff reports say that tho

Japancso will havo three other objectives
tho occupation of a line across the Llao

Tung peninsula for the purpo3 of cut-- I
ting oft Port Arthur, the Isolation of Vlad-
ivostok and the establishment of a Junc-
tion between tho army of Korea and tho
force at the head of tho L.lao Tung penin-
sula. Tho last montloned movement
might bo accomplished by a landing near
the mouth of Ta Yang river, which by
threatening tho flank of the Russian pos --

Hon at Feng Iluan Cheng might render It
untenable and make the advance of a
column from Korea comparatively easy.

If theso plana should succeed tho life
of both Russian squadrons in the Pacific
would bo menaced and with the sea and
a lleot back of her at every point, Japan
could fortify the positions thus gained,
and, with tho tables turned compel Gen.
Kuropatkin to come forward and attack.

Gen. Kuropatkin, however, is In posses-
sion of the latest advices received by tho
General Stalf and It Is safe to assume that
if tho Japancso campaign dcvolops along
the lines indicated he will bo ready to
make such disposition of his forces ns will
meet and checkmate It.

1 SEA WATER

April 21. After long and

LONDON, research, M. Qulnton, the
savant, has reached the

conclusion that aea water Is the
natural source from which elementary
bodies arise and develop Into all spe-

cies, Including the human.
Heretofore the number . of elements

entering Into the composition of the liv-

ing body was considered about fifteen.
M. Qulnton has shown the existence of
traces of at least fourteen others, which
are also found in sea water, such as
copper, lead, silver and gold.

Further, if an animal Is bled to the
point of exhaustion and sea water Is
supplied In the place of the blood, tho
animal regains Its strength In one day,
nnd there is complete recovery in live
days.

M. Qulnton injected into animals a
quantity of sea water greater than
their own body weight without toxic
effect. Injection of pure water rapidly
causes death.

From this it seems that sea water is
the true nutrient fluid for animals, and
M. Qulnton's deductions are that the
environment wherein the anatomical
elements of living creatures exist is
neither more nor less than a marine
one; our tissues and cells continue to

exert their functions In a lluld where
the composition bears the closest re-

semblance to that of sea water.

Sheffield Scientific
School of Yalo, who recently com-

pleted a scries of experiments In this line.
Ills conclusion Is that man cats about
threo times too much for perfect mental
and physical vigor.

Tho Profoasor experimented upon threo
classes of men, Including several profes-
sors at the school, several students, and a
suuad of United States soldiers.

There was a gradual reduction of moat
and other proteld foods, with little In-
crease In starch and other foods In nearly
all the tests. No fixed regimen was re-

quired In uny case, the endeavor being to
satisfy tho appetite of each subject. In
only one ens was meat entirely elimin-
ated from tho diet.

At the end of tho experiments, which
lasted from six months until nearly a
year, and were concluded only a fow days
ago. the 'entire lot of men who had been
Prof. Chittenden's subjects were In tho
best of health.

Their weight In somo cases was almost
exactly tho same as when tho oxperlments
were begun, and In somo slightly lower.
Their bodily vigor was greater and their
strength was much greater, partly owing
to their regular physical exercises during
tho experiments and partly owing. Prof.
Chittenden believes, to tho less amount of
food eaten.

Tho dally consumption of food at the
close of the experiments was much less
than the recognized standard and from a
third to half as much as tho average man
outs.
